declares Unit "He that offends on one 
point is guilty of nil," not necessarily 
meaning that he has broken all the 
laws, but that he has broken away 
from Cod by his transgressions. 


"Uiok at the leper. 
He is just as 


truly dead when tbe first sign of tbe 
dread disease appears, Miiall though it 
may be, as when afterwards you be- 
hold him, a loathsome object, Kitting 
outside of the gates, with bandaged 
mouth crying, 'Unclean! unclean! un- 
clean !'

Suppose it arrived at Stroudsburg andI there it became necessary 
to ()ut on a fifth car to accommodate unexpected traffic. Under the Full Crew 
Laws this could be done only after an extra brakeman had been brought frdm a 
dh ision point, or the Stroudsburg passengers would have to stand in crowded 
car, until the train reached Scranton. Should the public be so inconvenienced ?

quitely man trains; the object is merely to eliminate men for whom there 
is no real necessity and for whom jobs exist only by edict of taw. 


Legislation that hampers railroad service, safety and efficiency by expend- 


inp money which should be used to increase the safety, the welfare and the con- 
venience of the public is unfair to the people.
